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1. In February 1950 authorities in Fukien Province began to mobilize labor for 
repairing highways and bridges in all areas. Attention was concentrated on 
the two main northern highways: one from Chiangshan (118-37, 28-45) to Pucheng 
(118-29, 28-01) and Chienyang (118-03, 27-23); the second from Shangjao (117-54, 
28-26) and Chienshan (117-44, 28-09) to Chienyang. Local governments along 
these roads were alerted for welcoming 300,000 troovs, which were scheduled to 
travel these routes. 


Be About the middle of March several units of the 9 Army Grou» under SUNG Shih=lun 
(3) de WF Wa)* of the 3 Meld army arrived ot Shangjeo. From Shangjao they ore- 
ceeded by rosd to Chienshan, Kutien (118-51, 26-35), Paisha (119-05, 26-10), 
and Hungshanchiso (119-17, 26-06). After 20 March, the armies marched by 
night to Fuchive (119<23, 25-43) and Pingtan (119017, 2630)3 one went south 
to Ghuanchon (118-51, 26°35) on the Ustamen (Amoy)-Foochow Highway. 


3 local authorities were informed by higher officials thet the 9 Army Group was - 
to be coordinated with the 10 Aray Groun in the Liberation firat of Chinmen 
(118= , 24- } and Matsu Isle (120- , 26 ), and ther of Taiwen, the latter 
part of the orogram to be completed by the Dragon Festival on 19 June 1950.

tbe There are large concentrations of food suovlies and munitions at Nantal 
(118-06, 27<28) and Rungshanchiae west of Foochew and at Paishsa, twenty~five 
kilometers northwest of Foochow. Communist naval vrenarntions include requie 
sitioning and construction of shioning. More than a thousand sailing vessels 
and junks requisitioned on the Min River in March, have been assigned to Pingtan 
and other coastal cities. In Foochow, acvroxinately two hundred veesels of ten 
tous each have heen conmoleted and many more are still under construction.

6. The VYoochow Military Control Commission has been dissolved. The garrison 
headquarters has been established in the forrer oremises of the Peace 
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Preservation Headquarters, and the garrison maintains lew and order in the 
city.
